William Hall, who worked in vari- 
ous mills in Mechanlcshurg and oo 
l Upieil with his wifi' and liahy a small 
room in a liig ililnpidated hoii^e diag- 
onally acriMB from ('apt.

The two men had nuarrelcd. The 
disturhance attrai teil the attention uf 
passcrshy, and Dr. Troutman, whose 
olllcc is across the street, siartetl 
across. He beard a pistol shot, and 
soinchody called him to come over. 

He started up the croked flight of 
stairs aod at tbe top met Tom Han* 
non, iiale and excited. 

"1 give myaalf up, 1 giv* nyaelf 
ap: 1 killed kla." ba *zcbam*d. 

Dr. Troutman turned bim over to 
a man aaand Leverman and Mr. Bud 
V'lorlee, aad told them to take him to 
the lockup. On tlie way l" the car. 
ilann.m niadc In-* •<tatiiiicnt. dtrlar- 
ing he had >liol in self defeii'-e, Hull 
having struck hiiii with an a\ 

Dr. Trouliuan went into the room 
and found Hall l>ii,g on thelloor in a 
|>ool of clotted IiIoimI. lie hastily 
liound up the wound, hut the liloo<l 
bad llowed freely, and Uall began to 
grow wa*kar aaa weaker. Hie wife 
sat in a oomer. amid dirty dishes, 
pane and filthy rags and wept. Kvery 
thing indicated tbe most extreme 
pialor and jKivcrty. When ti.e 
ilortor U'f I , he said there w a^ tin hope 
for Hall, and ahout ten iiiiiiutes later 
hr gasped and it w is all over. 

Mrs. Hall, the wife, .stated to a 
reporter that she and Hannon'- wife 
ran away last week ami weal to 
Smithland. Hall went after tbein. 
ami seemed to lilamc Mrs. Ilanoou 
for persuading bis wife to leave. lie 
slapiied her aad ahe drew a ptatol oo 
him. . H* bad her arraatad. Mra. 
Hall retoraad Friday, bnt Mra. Han- 
noo is still there. She was released 
when arre>tcil. 

Tin- morniiig Ilaunou entered the 
room occupied hy Hall and bis wife 

and called Hall a and 

Mrs. Hall sonietliing eipially as had. 
IlaM grahlied an ax, according to his 
wife, and struck Ilannon. The latter 
ran into another room, seised tbe 
gun and ran back with it, abootiog 
llali wbil* b* Btood ia bia owa room. 
Ilawtaia rwyoloa* qaertara, aad 
the ahot cut a large vein. Hannon 
then ran to give himself up. 

Both men are of the lower class, 
riiey lived in a wretcluHl place, aud 
evidently liveil wretched lives. The> 
have had tronhio hefore, judging 
from reports. I'hey v\orked ul the 
mills whenever they could find work, 
and sometimes >liipped aboard steam-

Praacea BIbNbeth WUIaid, aotbor 

and reformer, was bora la Church- 
ville. near Hochester, N. Y., Sept. 
L's, i s;,:i. She was of the ninth gen- 
t r.'ilioii III di stent from Maj. Sinuin 
Willard, founder and forty years a 
leading resident of Com ord. Mass 
lie was a runhiii. from Kent, in 
Rnglanil. Her ureat-gramlfatner, 
Rev. F.lijah Wil.ard. ftiught in the 
revolution and was for forty years 
pastor at Dublin, N. II. Her father, 
JoabUi (. Willard, and mother, Mary 
TboaipeoB Hill, were bcca la Caledo- 
aia ooaaty, Vermont, la 1806, aod 
both renoving to Westera New York 
in 1810, were married in 18:H. They 
went to Uherlin, O., to attend college 
in 1840, remaining there until l^i-tti. 
when tbey became pioneers in Wis- 
consin, teayeaiaiB advaaoeof rail- 
roads. 

Miss Willard's early life was pass- 
e<l almost wholly out of doors, her 
fondness for riding, flshing. reading, 
sketching and climbing trees being 
aaasoal, aad ber wise aMithcr per- 
nittiag tbe porpalU wUch laid the 
fOaadadoa fOr Hfeloag baaith ot body 
and mind. At foorteiB ehe llM ai> 
tended school. 

In IH.i? she went to Milwaukee 
College for Women, founded li\ 
Catharine Hce( her, and in \^h\^ was 
grailuated from what is now ilie Wti- 
man's College of Northwestern I'ni- 
versity at Kvanston, 111. She liegan 
teaching in l-^iil, and rose to be 
dean of tbe college and professor of 
eetbetics la her alma nater. This 
was in 1870-74. Mcaawbile ehe was 
preceptress at Llaia, N. Y. (Oene- 
see Wesleyan Seminary), in 1857-^7. 
and traveled and 8tudie<t languages 
and history of the line arts in Kurope 
and the Kast from Isr.S to ImTU. go- 
ing north tt> HeUiiigfors. east to I>a~ 
iiiascus and south to Niiiubia. 

.She wrote, in 188;!, "Nine'.een 
Beautiful Years." a story of her only 
sister's life. It baa lieen published 
in England, translated into French 
and Oanish, and a aew editioa, with 
prefac) by John O. Whittier, w as 
brought out by tbe Wonaa'a Tem- 
perance Publication Association in 
Chicago. . "How to Win." prefaced 
by Hose Kli/.abelh Cleveland, was 
pulilished in I'^itb; "Woman in the 
Pulpit," iniroiliiction hy Kev. Dr. 
TaliuaL'e and Kevs. .loseph Parker 
:iicl .loepli Cook; "Woman anti 
i'euiperani f.'' with an introduction 
liy Miss Mary A. I.atlitiury; "Hints 
anil Helps in Temperance Work" are 
among ber books aad ia 1887 was 
published "Glinpses of Fifty 
Years," her aotoblography, written 
by reqneat of the National Woman's 
Cbriatiaa Temperance Union, of 
which ske bee beea pieaideat since 

1879. 

Miss Willard cariy became the 
leader of the new movement of tbe 
modern temiierance reform when it 
had retched tbe period of second 
thought — that is, of organization and 
systematic work, and for twenty 
years she has traveled almost con- 
stantly la its hiteieit (hariag rerigaed 
her poeltioa ia the Northwee t e ra 
University soon after tbe croaede) 
and visited every town in the United 
States havinji I'l.'iQO inhaliitanls and 
most of those having 5.0U0. In l'^»3 
she Worked anil spoke in every slate 
and territory of the republic. Miss 
Willard spoke once a day on an av- 
erage for the first ten years of her 
temperance work and attended some- 
times twenty state conventions year- 
ly. .She baa nade eight trips to tbe 
Sootbera states, brooght together the 
womea of tbe two aeettoae aader the 
white flag of the W. 0. T. U., with 
the now famona motto ••For God and 
HoaM aad Native Lead."
